es on technical education in each 
of these cities, Addresses have 
alsosbeen piven and conferences 
with school authorities held in 
Cardston, Magrath, Raymond, 
Stirling, Warner, Claresholm, 
Vermilion and Red Deer. In each 
and every centre the authorities 
and citizens were keenly interest- 
ed jin the new developments in 
volved in the policy of the Min 
ister of Iducation to have our 
schools serve a larger number, 
and give a somewhat modified 
service to those already able to 
take advantage of what the 
schools haye to offer.
